Says Music Makes Men 
To Make Better World 

Making his ?3rd visit to an 
Ontario band organization, Prof. 
C\ F. Thick- of Waterloo pre- 
sented to the R.S.A. bugle band 
at their annual banquet in the 
hall on Tuesday evening two 
handsomo trophies which they 
won at the Waterloo festival last 
summer and two individual 
medals to each member of the 
band taking part at that time. 

Prof. Thiele also honored 
Newmarket by inviting the 
R.S.A. band to take part in the 
pageant finale at Waterloo in 
1942. 

The chairman, J. o. Little, 
introduced Prof. Tltfcic as one 
"who has done more for music 
in Canada and the United States 
than probably any other man." 

"We have failed —everyone of 
this generation," said Prof. 
Thiele. "We think that we have 
done wonders, but we have fail- 
ed. We are leaving you an un- 
happy heritage. We want you

While with three large indus- 
tries Newmarket may today 
occupy a more important place 
in Canada, there was a time 
when Newmarket was more 
important than she is today in 
relation to the county. 

Those early days when New- 
market was a thriving centre of 
trade and district commerce were 
described by J. M. Walton of 
Aurora at the Lions club meet- 
ing at the King George hotel on 
Monday evening. A. C. West 
introduced the speaker. Presi- 
dent W. M. Cockburn was in the 
chair. 

Former mayor of Aurora. Mr. 
Walton is of pioneer Quaker 
descent and has devoted years of 
research to York county history. 
Among (he stalwart business 
men whom Mr. Walton mention- 
ed were James Sutherland, 
Newmarket's first ree%'e, who 
welcomed the Prince of Wales 
with the words, "We're glad you 
came to the toon and how was 
your mither when you left?", 
Robert Simpson, who went on to 
Toronto to found his great 
department store and mail-order 
business, and Danford Roche, 
who had a business in Newmar- 
ket with over 50 employees. 

"Danford Roche had millinery 
and other departments to his 
business," said Mr. Walton. "He 
opened a branch in Aurora and 
built probably the first private 
telephone line in Ontario be- 
tween his Aurora and Newmar- 
ket stores. He opened a business 
On Yonge St.. Toronto, that was 
a rival to Timothy Eaton's. 

"Newmarket in the old days 
was a very aggressive town with 
very able business men. I think 
Newmarket in the old days was 
more important in the county 
than it is today. You may chal- 
lenge that statement, but trans- 
portation has made great 
changes. The railway brought 
business to Newmarket and 
killed Holland Landing, but to- 
day you wouldn't have a railway 
In Newmarket if it were not a 
through line. Trucks and buses 
have changed the transportation 
world. 

"When the Metropolitan rail- 
way came and ran up Main St. 
you were crowded indeed. And 

| there were plans to double-truck 

iit from Toronto to Jackson's

J "At night you look out and 
see the trans-Canada planes 
going overhead and traffic in- 
creasing all the time. 

"William Roe, Newmarket's 
first postmaster, used to do 
$40,000 to $50.0*00 trade annually 
with the Indians, 300 or 400 of 
whom would come to Newmar- 
ket in a batch to trade with him. 
Roe went to Albany in a wagon 
to gel his goods. 

"At the time of the union of 
Upper and I»wer Canada when 
Baldwin and Lafontaine appealed 
to the people, Baldwin went to 
a lower Canada riding to run 
and Lafontaino came to this rid- 
ing, one of the Yorks. Roe ran 
unsuccessfully against Lafon- 
taine. 

"Then you still have on Eagle 
St. as you come into the town 
the squarish brown house of 
Sir John Beverley Robinson, who 
was chief justice of Upper Can- 
ada. Many distinguished guests 
wo*o entertained in that house. 

"I have recently been to see a 
Newmarket man who forms an 
interesting link with the past. 
You know him as Charles Kirby, 
Huron St. His real name is Car- 
los Corhicr and he is 87 years 
old. His father used to carry 
the mail from the landing to 
Penetang. fiO miles, in a day." 



The C.N.R, station grounds are 
to be beautified next spring, and 
if the town takes action to over- 
come the unsightliness of the 
town dump, thousands of travel- 
lers through Newmarket will got 
a much more pleasant impression 
of the town. Dr. J. H. Wesley, 
M.O.H., reported to the town 
council on Monday evening. . 

Dr. Wesley wrote that this 
developed out of two complaints 
received, one about the condition 
of the stockyards at the station, 
I and another about an open drain 
'on the station property. P. F. 
Fox, C.N.R. superintendent at 
Al Ian dale, had remedied the 
stockyards condition with cinders 
and had promised that they 
would be kept clean and dry. 

Mr. Fox and Dr. Wesley also 
found that the open ditch had 
been made less offensive, and 
Mr. Fox, Dr. Wesley reported, 
turned the tables on the town 



property. 

Dr. Wesley then had his turn, 
getting Mr. Fox's promise to 
beautify the station grounds next 
year. "It would be nice for the 
town Horticultural Society to 
get in touch with him before 
that time." said Dr. Wesley. 

"It might be well to remember 
that the C.N.R. station is one of 
the important show windows of 
the town and if we wish the 
thousands of Canadian National 
travellers to get a goad opinion 
of the town, we wilt have to 
obliterate that unsightly garbage 
dump and place the garbage in 
another place," Dr. Wesley said. 

"It may be difficult to find a 
new field for a dump where 
there will be no complaint 
against it, but if the garbage can 
be placed in a continuous layer, 
not too deep, and covered with 
earth or ashes, there will never 
be any more fires, whether from

A fine tribute to LAC Fran- 
cis Ross Cook of the R.C.A.F., 
who was killed in a flying acci- 
dent at Hagersville on Thursday, 
was paid on Monday morning at 
Newmarket high school by 
Principal J. B. Bastedo and a 
minute's silence was observed 
by the school. 

Born in Barrio on May 28, 
1917. Francis Ross Cook was the 
son of Mabel Lcishman and 
Francis E. Cook. He moved to 
Newmarket with his parents 23 
years ago when his father be- 
came C.N.R. agent here, and 
attended Newmarket public and 
high schools, where he was a 
popular student and fond of 
athletics. LAC Cook was a 
member of the United church.

"A decided improvement in 
Newmarkets milk" is apparent 
from the most recent report from 
the Ontario department of health 
received by Dr. J. H. Wesley, 

M.O.H. 

A report from Dr. Wesley be- 
fore the town council on Mon- 
day evening stated that he had 
asked J. R. Lockhart, milk 

inspector, "to notify all shippers 

to the Newmarket dairies whose 
bacterial count had been too 
high that, without they had a 
decided improvement in the 
quality of their milk, they would 
be stopped from further ship- 
ment." 

Dr. Wesley said that Mr. Lock- 
hart had visited the shippers 
"and explained to them the care 
of the equipment that was nec- 
essary on their part, in order to 
preserve the quality of the milk 
and to keep the bacteria count 
low, with the good effect that 
the report from the department 
which came in today shows a 
very decided improvement of all 
samples from both shippers and 
dairies." 

"Even if it is war-time and 
labor scarce, we are not going to 
allow dirty milk with a bacter- 
ial count of over a million and 
innumerable colon bacteria to 
come into the town dairies with 
the hope that it can be pasteur- 
ized and bo fit for human con- 
sumption." 



Chicken Pox Epidemic Is 

Very Serious In 
Some Cases 

"A lot of people in town have 
been disregarding the regulations 
for the control of communicable 
diseases, with the result wc arc 
fighting at the present time
